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PREFACE. 



A DESIRE having been expressed by many Members of 
the High Church Congregation and friends of the 
late Dr Amot, to have some memento of their 
departed Pastor and friend, this work has be6n pub- 
lished to gratify that desire. Instead of a volume of 
sermons, it has been thought better to issue in the 
present form some of the prayers used by him at 
pubUc worship in the High Church, together with the 
Communion and Baptismal Services. Those prayers 
and services wei-e not written with any view to pub- 
lication. It was, however, the earnest endeavour of 
Dr Amot during the latter years of his ministry to 
make the devotional services in his Church as appro- 
priate as possible, and accordingly he prepared with 
great care a series of prayers for use in the High 
Church, from which series those which are here 
printed are a selection. 

They are now issued in the hope that they may 
prove an acceptable memorial of his ministry to the 
Members of his Congregation, and his many friends, 
by whom he was so highly respected and revered.

Forenoon Service. 

[Ths Congregation being assembled^ the service shall be cwn- 
menced by singing a portion of a Psalm (metrical version), 
or a ParaphrasCy or Hymn; after which followsl 

The First Prayer. 

Praise waiteth for thee, O God, in Sion, and nnto 
thee shall the vow be performed. O thou that 
hearest prayer, unto thee shall all flesh come. Ini- 
quities prevail against us, but as for our transgressions 
thou shalt purge them away. O come, let us worship 
and bow down; let us kneel before the Lord our 
maker ; for he is our €k)d, and we are his people, and 
the sheep of his pastura Let us give unto the Lord 
the glory due unto his name, and come into his courts 
with Coffering :_for the iord is good, his mercy is 
everlasting, and his truth endureth to all generations. 

Almighty God ! our Creator and Redeemer, who, 
in commemoration of the glorious work of creation, 
and in thy benevolent care for man, hast set apart 
one day in seven to be a holy Sabbath; and hast 
mercifully spared us to see another return of this 
sacred day, make us thankful, we beseech thee, for 
the precious season of rest, worship, and spiritual 
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instruction ; and enable us, by thy grace, to hallow it 
for those purposes whereunto it has been appointed. 
We earnestly implore the presence of thy Holy Spirit, 
to prepare us for the right observance of its duties ; 
that, resting from our works, as thou didst from thine, 
and rising above worldly vanities and cares, our 
thoughts may be directed to those things which belong 
to our peace and thy glory ; and we may experience 
in the keeping of our Sabbaths on earth a foretaste of 
the heavenly rest which remaineth for the people of 
God. 

Holy Father, in whose sight the heavens are not 
clean, and who art of purer eyes than to look upon 
iniquity ; but who hast promised pardon and mercy to 
all who truly repent of their sins, we confess that we 
have all sinned, and come short of thy glory. We 
have broken thy law, which is holy, just, and good. 
We have been unthankful for thy benefits. We have 
slighted the calls and offers of the Gkwpel. We have 
loved the creature more than the Creator, and have 
laboured for the meat that perisheth more than for 
the meat that endureth unto eternal life. We have 
not loved our neighbours as ourselves, or done to them 
as we would they should do to us Our hearts con- 
demn us, and thou art greater thau our hearts, and 
knowest all things. Wert thou to mark iniquity, 
O Lord, who could stand ? If we justify ourselves, 
our own mouths should condemn us ; if thou contend 
with us, we are not able to answer thee for one of a 
thousand. 

O Lord, with whom there is forgiveness that thou 
mayest be feared, have mercy upon us. O God, who 
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desirest not the death of a siimer, but rather that he 
should turn from his wickedness and live, have mercy 
upon us, and incline us with all our hearts to turn unto 
thee. Shed abroad thy love, O God, into our heart 
by the Holy Spirit, so that we may be filled with 
peace and joy in believing. May we abound in 
hope through the power of the Holy Ghost; and make 
manifest the sincerity of our gratitude for all thy 
goodness by a constant and cheerful obedience to thy 
holy will. 

We render thanks unto thee, O God, for the rank 
thou hast assigned to man in thine intelligent creation. 
Thou didst form us in thine own image, so that we 
might be capable of knowing, loving, and serving 
thee; and thou hast prolonged our lives, multiplied 
our privileges and comforts, and given us all thiogs 
richly to enjoy. Above all, we thank thee that thou 
hast blest us with all spiritual blessings in Christ 
Jesus, the Son of thy love. We adore and praise 
thee for our Redeemer's holy and perfect example; 
for his atoning sufferings and death ; and his glorious 
exaltation to the right hand of the majesty in the 
heavens. We bless thee for the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, who by his enlightening, purifying, and com- 
forting influences, enables us to grow in grace, and in 
the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
What shall we render unto the Lord for all his benefits? 
We will bless the Lord at all times, yea, his praise 
shall be continually in our mouth. We will sing 
praises unto the Lord as long as we live. 

Almighty and most merciful Father, from whom 
Cometh down every good and perfect gift, we give thee 
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thanks and praise for all the benefits thou hast 
bestowed upon us, thine unworthy servants ; and we 
pray thee to continue unto us thy loving-kindness, 
that we may rejoice and be glad in thee all our days. 
Supply all our need, and make all grace to be multi- 
plied towards us, that we always having sufficiency in 
all things, may abound unto every good work. Teach 
us also to be careful for nothing; but in everything, 
with prayer and suppUcation, to make our requests 
known unto thee, that the peace of God, which passeth 
all understanding, may keep our heart and mind, 
through Christ Jesus. Enable us to walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith we are called, with all lowli- 
ness, meekness, and long suffering; forbearing one 
another in love, and endeavouring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace. And may our 
love' abound yet more and more, in knowledge, and 
in all judgment, that we may approve things that are 
excelTent, and that we may be sincere, and without 
offence, till the day of Christ ; being fiUed with the 
fruits of righteousness, which are by Jesus Christ, 
unto the praise and glory of God. 

Hear us^ O Father, we beseech thee, and grant us 
an answer of peace, for the Redeemer's sake. Amen.

O Thou, who art the King of kings, and Lord of 
lords, and by whom kings reign and princes decree 
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justice, 80 direct and goYem ihj seirantBy th&t ihej 
may ever advance the cause of true religion and TiitaOy 
among those over whom the j have been appointed to 
liear sway. 

We pray especially for Her Majesty the Queen : 
enrich her soul with all spiritual blesmngs: protect her 
person; uphold her government^ surround her throne 
with wise and able counsellors; and grant that^ after 
a long reign of honour and felicity on earth, she may, 
by thy grace, obtain an everlasting crown of glory. 

Be very gracious to the Prince of Wales, the 
Princess of Wales, and all the members of the Royal 
Family; and enable them in all things to adorn the 
exalted station which thou hast assigned to them. 

Pour down, we pray thee, a spirit of wisdom upon 
the Queen's ministers, upon the representatives of the 
people [in parliament assembled]. We pray for 
magistrates, and all in lawful authority; and especi- 
ally for those who bear rule in this city, that they 
may be wisely directed in all their proceedings ; and 
for the Judges of the land, that they may be endowed 
with discernment and uprightnessL 

Bless all univendtifis and schools of learning. May 
they be preserved from the instruction that causeth to 
err, and replenished by the Father of li^ts with every 
good gift and every perfect gift that cometh down 
from above. 

Almighty and most merciful Gcod, bless abundantly, 
we beseech thee, thy Church universal. Save thy 
people, O Lord, and bless thy heritage, feed them also, 
and lifk them up for ever. We pray for all who be- 
lieve in Christ our Lord, that they all may be one : 
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and since there is one body and one spirit, and one 
hope of our calling, one Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
and one God and Father of all, grant that all Christians 
may be of one heart and one way. Bemove all errors; 
heal divisions; promote purity, peace, and brotherly 
love ; so that thy work may be revived in the midst 
of the years, and we may offer unto thee an offering 
in righteousness, well pleasing in thy sight. 

We pray for those who ilister i7sa.r^ iinngs. 
Let the wisdom and power of the Holy Spirit assist 
thy servants, and so perfect his gifts in them, that they 
may faithfully discharge their ministry according to 
thy mind, and at the last may enter into thine eternal 
joy. May the Church of our fathers be honoured as 
the instrument of advancing the interests of pure and 
undefiled religion throughout the land. May peace 
be within her walls, and prosperity within her palaces. 

Bless, we pray thee, this parish, and congregation, 
and may the minister and office-bearers see the work 
of the Lord prospering in their hands. 

Most gracious Crod, be with all those on whom thou 
hast laid thine afflictive hand. May they neither 
despise the chastening of the Lord, nor faint when 
they are rebuked by him ; but may they hear the rod, 
and him that hath appointed it; so that they may 
learn thy holy and wise commandments. 

We pray especially for the sick and bereaved mem- 
bers of the congregation, and for those who may desire 
our sympathy and prayers. May it please thee to 
show them thy fatherly kindness, and to grant them 
all needful support and consolation. 

We pray for those who are appointed to die. Give 
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them the victory over death, through him who is the 
resurrection and the life. Into thy hands may they 
commit their departuig spirit, as into the hands of a 
faithful Creator, who also has redeemed them. 

Deliver all those who are in trouble, or danger by 
sea or land ; comfort the distressed; provide for the 
destitute; protect and befriend the helpless; dry up the 
tears of the bereaved and the sorrowful; be a father 
to the fatherless, and a husband to the widow; may 
the young be trained to walk in wisdom's ways, which 
are pleasantness and peace; be the counsellor of 
mature age, and the support and comfort of declining 
years. 

"We pray for all our beloved friends, and for all who 
wish, or have done us good, that thou woiddest re- 
member them with the favour which thou bearest to 
thine own. If we have enemies, do thou, Lord, for- 
give them; bring them to a more charitable frame of 
mind, and enable us from the heart to forgive them, 
even as thou, for Christ's sake, forgivest us. Hear us, 
O merciful Father, in thes6 our intercessions, and let 
thy loving-kindness be upon us, even as we put our 
trust in thee, for the sake of Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen.

The First Prayer, 

Almighty and most blessed God ! enable us at this 
time to draw near unto thee, wjth reverence and godlj 
fear.

Because 
thy loving-kindness is better than life, our lips shall 
praise thee.

Alpha 
and Omega, the beginning and the ending, who wast, 
and art, and art to come, the Almighty ! We praise 
thee, O God, who wast infinitely blessed in thyself, 
when it pleased thee to summon the universe into 
existence, as the morning stars sang together, and the 
sons of God shouted for joy. Before the mountains 
were brought forth, or ever thou hadst formed the 
earth and the world, even from everlasting to everlast- 
ing thou art God. Of old thou hast laid the founda- 
tion of the earth, and the heavens are the work of thy 
hands.

We rejoice, O Almighty God, that thy memorial to 
all generations is the Lord God, merciful and gracious, 
long-suffering, and abundant in goodness and truth, 
keeping mercy for thousands, forgiving iniquity, trans-, 
gression, and sin. Thou hast not dealt with us after 
our sins, nor rewarded us according to our iniquities. 
For judgment thou hast remembered mercy. It is of 
thine undeserved mercies, O God, that we are not 
consumed; because thy compassions fail not. The 
mercy of our God is from everlasting to everlasting 
upon them that fear him, and his righteousness unto 
children's children, to such as keep his covenant, and 
to them that remember his commandments to do them.

Thou art 
truly a God that keepeth covenant, faithful and true 
art thou. In thee, O God, we will rejoice ; we will 
be glad in the God of our salvation ; for thou hast 
graciously remembered thy promise and done great 
things for us. Unto us a child is bom, and unto us a 
son is given, whose name is Wonderful, Counsellor, 
the Mighty God, the everlasting Father, the Prince 
of Peace, Thou, Lord, hast visited and redeemed thy 
people, and raised up a horn of salvation for us in the 
house of thy servant David. We bless thee that 
when the fulness of the time had come, thou didst 
send forth thy Son, made of a woman, made under the 
law, to redeem them that were under the law, that 
they might receive the adoption of sons. For what 
the law could not do, in that it was weak through the 
flesh, Gk)d, sending his own Son in the likeness of 
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sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh, 
that the righteousness of the law might be fulfilled in 
us, who walk not after the flesh but after the Spirit. 
Blessed be thy name, O €rod, that thou didst think 
upon us in our low and lost estate, and didst send the 
Son of thy love to die for us. Blessed be thy name 
that our redemption has been accomplished, and that 
Christ our B^eemer is now exalted a Prince and a 
Saviour, to give repentance unto Israel, and the re- 
mission of sin. When the redemption of the soul 
was so precious, that it must have ceased for ever — 
and no man could by any means redeem his brother, 
or give to God a ransom for him, — then thou wert 
pleased to And a ransom, that we might be delivered 
from going down to the pit. When thou, O God, 
didst not spare the angels that sinned, but didst cast 
them down into hell, thou saidst concerning the 
race of mankind, Destroy it not, for a blessing is 
in it. We bless thee, O gracious God, that thine 
eternal Son was thy servant whom thou didst uphold, 
thine elect in whom thy soul delighted, and that him 
thou hast given for a covenant of the people, and that 
through him we are not under the law, but under 
grace. We magnify thy name that, appearing to put 
away sin by the sacriflce of himself, he did by the 
eternal Spirit offer himself without spot unto God, 
and by his own blood enter in once into the holy 
place, having obtained eternal redemption for us. 
We bless thee for the assurance that our almighty 
Bedeemer has spoiled principalities and powers, and 
made a show of them openly, triumphing over them 
in his cross. We thank thee that as Christ was 
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delivered for our offences, so he rose again for our 
justification, and was declared to be the Son of God 
with power by the resurrection from the dead. We 
bless thee that as forerunner he is for us entered into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the presence of God 
for us ; that he is set on the right hand of the throne 
of the majesty in the heavens — angels and authorities 
and powers being made subject to him; that he is 
gone to prepare a place for us in his Father's house, 
where there are many mansions, and that he will 
come again to receive us to himself, that where he is 
there we may be also. We thank thee that we have 
an advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ, the 
righteous, who is able to save to the uttermost all 
those that^come to God by him. We rejoice that he 
shall reign till he has put down all principality and 
power, and will deliver up the kingdom to God, even 
the Father, that God may be all in all. Amen. Even 
so come. Lord Jesus. 

Almighty and most gracious Gk)d, we confess our- 
selves imworthy of all thy loving-kindness and tender 
mercy. What is man, O most holy and righteous 
Jehovah, that thou hast been mindful of him. Thou 
puttest no trust in thy saints, and the heavens are not 
clean in thy sight ; how much more abominable and 
filthy is man, who drinketh iniquity like water. We 
have followed after lying vanities, and forsaken our 
own mercies. We have sinned against light, and 
warnings, and examples, and long-sparing goodness. 
And, now, O our God, what shall we say after this) 
We have grievously sinned ; and what shall we say 
unto thee, O thou preserver of meni O that our 
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head were waters, and our eyes fountams of tears, that 
we might weep day and night for our transgressions. 

And yet, O Grod, instead of dealing with us as our 
' sins deserve, thou art still pitying us as a father pities 
his children; for thou art this day inviting us to 
come to the wells of salvation, and to renew our cove- 
nant engagements with thee, our covenant-keeping God. 

We bless thee, heavenly Father, that in thy good 
providence thou art again affording us an opportunity 
of showing forth the death of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
through which an atonement has been made for the 
sins of the world, and by means of an ordinance of his 
own appointment, and testifying our gratitude for 
redeeming love, our engagement to be his, and our 
dependence upon him for all things pertaining to a 
godly life. Lord, make us truly thankful for our 
privileges. Teach us to use them for thy glory, and 
the good of our immortal souls. Draw out our affec- 
tions towards him who is the chief among ten thou- 
sand and altogether lovely. Lord, increase our faitL 
Deepen our penitence. Inflame our love. Grant 
that we may hunger and thirst after righteousness, so 
that we may be filled. Put thy Spirit within us, that 
he may take of the things of Christ, and show them 
unto us. Four out his sanctifying influences upon us, 
and work in us both to will and to do that which is 
good. O blessed Spirit of grace, enlighten our minds 
with the knowledge of Christ, constrain us by the love 
of Christ to love him with all our hearts, and to pre- 
sent our bodies and our spirits a living sacriflce, holy 
and acceptable to thee through him that loved us and 
gave himself for us. 
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Now, to the only wise God, our Savioiir, be glory, 
and majesty, dominion, and power, both now and ever. 
Amen. 

[There is then read a Lesson from the Old Testament, after 
which there is chanted one of the Psalms in the prose 
version, or the Te Deum. There is then read a Lesson 
from the New Testament, after which follows the Second 
Prayer as at pa>ge 5. There is then sung a Hymn, 
Paraphrase, or portion of one of the metrical Psalms ; 
after which follows'] 

The Third Prayer, 

Almighty God, who hast caused the light of thy 
Word clearly to shine among us*, and hast instructed 
us in the way of salvation, may it please thee inwardly 
to shine into our hearts, and to fill us with the know- 
ledge of thy will in all wisdom and spiritual under- 
standing. Cause thy Gospel to come to us, not in 
word only, but in power, and in the Holy Ghost, and 
in much assurance \ and may we receive it, not as the 
word of man, but as it is in truth the word of the 
living God, which effectually worketh in them that 
believe. For ever, O Lord, thy word is settled in 
heaven: thy faithfulness is unto all generations. 
Thou hast established the earth, and it abideth : they 
continue this day according to thine ordinances, for 
all are thy servants. 

Our Father which art in heaven. Hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done on 
earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this day our daily 
bread. And forgive us our debts, as we forgive our 
debtors. And lead us not into temptation, but 
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deliver us from evil; for thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory, for ever. Amen. 

[Here follows the SermoUy after which any intimations are 
made, and the collection is taken. There is then sung 
Paraphrase XXXV, While this Paraphrase is being 
sung, the Minister takes his place at the table, and the 
Elders place the elements before h/m. The Minister then 
says] 

In that night in which he was betrayed, and after 
he had celebrated the ordinance of the passover with 
his disciples, we read that our Lord took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake it, and gave it to the disciples, 
and said. Take, eat ; this is my body which is given 
for you: this do in remembrance of me. And in like 
manner, he also took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
gave it to them, and said. Drink ye all of it. This 
cup is the new testament in my blood, which is shed 
for you, and for many, for the remission of sins. The 
apostle Paul adds, Therefore, as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do show forth the Lord's 
death till he come. 

Before we partake, let us, in imitation of our Lord's 
example, give thanks to God for his unspeakable gift 
Let U8 pray. 



Prayer, 

Almighty God, our heavenly Father, we thank thee 
in an especial manner, at this time, for the ordinance 
of the Lord's Supper. And now that we are again 
invited to eat of Wisdom's bread, and to drink of the 
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wine that she has mingled, cause us to hunger and 
thirst after righteousness that we may be satisfied, and 
know that thou art all our salvation and all our desire. 
Draw us, and we will run after thee : bring us into 
thy chambers, that we may be glad and rejoice in thee, 
and may esteem thy love more than wine. O send 
out thy light and thy truth, let them lead and guide 
us to thy holy altar. 

Let this cup of blessing which we bless be the com- 
munion of the blood of Christ; let this bread which 
we break be the communion of the body of Christ 
Seal to us, we pray thee, the remission of sins, the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, and the promise of eternal life;

Grace thine own 
institution with thy presence, and fulfil in us all the 
good pleasure of thy goodness and the work of faith 
with power, for the sake of Jesus Christ our Lord 
and our Redeemer; and to him, with the Father and 
the eternal Spirit, be glory everlasting. Amen. 

[The Minister then takes the bread, and having broken it, he 

says'] 



In that night in which he was betrayed, our Lord 
took bread, and having given thanks, as has now been 
done in his name, he brake the bread and gave it to 
his disciples, as I now give it to you, saying, Take, eat; 
this is my body which is broken for you : this do in 
remembrance of me. 
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[The Minister then takes the cup in his hand and says'] 

And in like manner he also took the cup and gave 
it to them, saying, This cap is the new testament 
in my blood, which is shed for you, and for many, for 
the remission of suis. Drink ye all of it. For as often 
as ye eat this bread and drink this cup, ye do show 
forth the Lord's death till he come. • 

[During the action the Minister may read some of the 
following portions of Scripture.l 

It pleased the Lord to bruise him : he hath pnt 
him to gne£ When thou shalt make his soul an 
offering for sin, he shall see his seed. 

Unto him that loved ns and washed ns from our 
sins in his own blood, and hath made ns kings and 
priests unto God and his Father, to him be gloiy and 
dominion for ever and ever. 

Thoa wast slain, and hast redeemed ns to €rod by 
thy blood, out of every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and nation. 

Te are come unto Mount Sion, and to Jesus the 
mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of 
AbeL 



Te are bought with a price, therefore glorify God 
in your body and your spirit^ which sre God's. 
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Beloved, if God so loved us, we ought also to love 
one another. 

God is faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above what you are able to bear, but will 
with the temptation also make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear it. 

Father, I will that they also whom thou hast given 
me be with me where I am, that they may behold my 
glory which thou hast given me. 

They are before the throne of God, and serve Him 
day and night in his temple; and he that sitteth on 
the throne shall dwell among them ; they shall hunger 
no more, neither thirst any more, neither shall the sun 
light on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which 
is in the midst of the throne shall feed them, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains of waters, and 
God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes. 

God so loved the world that he gave his only-be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life. 

Herein is love : not that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and sent his Son to be the propitiation for 
our sins.

Who gave himself for us that he might redeem us 
from all iniquity, and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works. 

A new commandment I give unto you, that ye love 
one another. 

The very God of peace sanctify you wholly, and I 
pray God your whole spirit, and soul, and body be 
preserved blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.

Eije Sacrament txt Baptism. 

[When baptism is administered in the church and during the 
service on the Lord's Day, immediately after the Sermon 
there shall he sung the following Hymn :] 

A little child the Saviour came, 
The mighty God was still his name; 
And angels worshipped as he lay, 
The seeming infant of a day. 

He who a little child began 
The life divine to show to man, 
Proclaims from heaven the message free. 
Let little children come to me. 

We bring them. Lord, and with the sign 
Of sprinkled water, name them thine : 
Their souls with saving grace endow; 
Baptize them with thy Spirit now. 



O give thine angels charge, good Ix>rd, 
Them safely in thy way to guard; 
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Thy blessing on their Uves command, 
And write their names upon ihj hand. 

O thou, who by an infant's tongue 
Dost hear thy perfect glory sung, 
May these, with all the heavenly host. 
Praise Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 

[Hie Minister shall then address (he Father or Sponsor as fol- 
lows:'] 

The ordinance of baptism was instituted by our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, who, before his ascension, thus 
spake to his disciples : All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth : go ye, therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you ; 
and lo I I am with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world. 

This holy ordinance is a seal of the covenant of 
grace, whereby God ratifies his promise to grajit re- 
mission of sins, an interest in his adopting love, and 
all the benefits of redemption, both in this life, and 
the life to come. 

And since the same covenant in substance was of 
old confirmed by the ordinance of circumcision, granted 
to the infant children of the seed of Abraham, we are 
thus taught that the offspring of believers are to be 
considered as belonging to the household of God, and 
should therefore be admitted to the privilege of baptism.

whereby his children are distinguished from those who 
are without the visible pale of the oovenant. 

The act of washing or sprinkling with water in 
baptism represents the saving efficacy of the death of 
Christ, by which the guilt of sin is removed; and the 
grace of the Holy Spirit, by whom our sinful nature is 
cleansed and sanctified. And though the outward rite 
has no sacramental virtue apart from the inward bap- 
tism of the Spirit, nor is its efficacy limited to the time 
when it is administered, yet it is not only a sign 
appointed by the great Head of the Church to remind us 
of our natural pollution, and the need we have of the 
heavenly cleansing; but also, as we have said, a visible 
and solemn pledge, whereby he confirms his gracious 
promise to all his faithful people; assuring them of his 
willingness to bestow upon them and their children 
the privileges of adoption, and to enrich them with aU 
the fulness of his grace. 

In presenting this your child to be baptized, you 
make a profession of your personal faith in the one 
living and true Cod — the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit, into whose name [ ] is to be bap- 

tized: you profess to believe in the fallen and sinful 
condition in which all flesh are bom into the world, 
and signify your desire that [ ] should, be re- 

deemed from it by the virtue of the blood and Spirit 
of Christ: you bring [ ] to be solemnly received 

into the visible Church, trusting that [ ] may 

be effectually engrafted into Christ, made a partaker 
of all the benefits of the covenant of grace, and 
finally be received into the Church of the ransomed in 
heaven. 
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You now promise that if it shall please God to 
spare you and this child, you will, in humble depend- 
ence on Divine assistance, instruct [ ] in the 
principles of the Christian faith; that you will keep 
[ ] in remembrance of [ ] baptism, of the 
blessings therein signified and sealed, and of the obli- 
gations thereby incurred; that you will set before 
[ ] an example of virtue and godliness; and that 
with earnest prayer to God on [ ] behalf, you 
will endeavour to bring [ ] up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord; so that in after-life 
[ ] may prove to be a child of God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

These things you humbly and sincerely profess and 
promise to do with the help of God Almighty. Do 
you not? 



^The Father or Sponsor having made this profession and pro- 
mise, the Minister says, Let us pray,"] 



Prayer, 

Almighty and everlasting God, who of thine infinite 
goodness hast promised that thou wilt be not only our 
God, but also the God and Father of our children, we 
beseech thee that, as thoii hast vouchsafed to call us 
to be partakers of thy great mercy, so it may please 
thee to sanctify with thy Spirit, and to receive into 
thd number of thy children, this infant i^hom we are 
now about to baptize according to thy command, to 
the end that [ ] arriving at mature age, may,

Most holy and merciful Father, who hast bestowed 
upon us not only the common benefits of thy provi- 
dence, but dost also enrich us with the blessings of 
grace and salvation, we lift up our souls unto thee, 
thanking thee for thy great mercy, in that thou hast 
been pleased to call our of&pring unto thee, marking 
them with this sacrament of baptism, in token of thy 
favour, and as a pledge and seal of thy covenant love 
through thy Son Jesus Christ. 
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Notwithstanding our great unworthiness, we entreat 
thee, holy Father, to confirm this grace towards us 
more and more; and to take into thy favour and pro- 
tection this infant whom with common supplications 
we devote to thee. Defend, guide, and sanctify 
[ ] both in soul and body, and may [ ] 

grow in favour with God and man, as [ ] grows 

in days and years. May [ ] be spared to ac- 

knowledge thee as [ ] heavenly Father, in true 

faith and constant obedience, through the operation of 
the Holy Spirit upon [ ] heart, by whose divine 

power may [ ] increase in wisdom and in all good- 

ness; and having obtained a final victory over the world, 
the devil, and the flesh, and being made perfect in all 
thy will, may [ ] be exalted to the joy of thy 

chosen, and the glory of thy kingdom, at the appearing 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

Most gracious Grod, who settest the solitary in 
families, and who art ever nigh to them who call upon 
thee, we thank thee for thy great goodness to thy 
handmaid the mother of this child. Continue thy 
loving-kindness unto her; restore strength and confirm 
health, and fill her heart with gratitude to thee her 
preserver and her God. Bless abundantly the father, 
and grant that he and his partner may live together as 
heirs of the grace of life, in sobriety, charity, and in 
all virtue and godliness. 

And as this child has been dedicated to thee in 
baptism, may [ ], O God, be brought up in the 

way [ ] should go; diligently instructed by 

[ ] parents in the doctrine which is according to 

truth and holiness; and may [ ] be guided both 
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by precept and example in the ways of pleasantness 
and peace. Graciously hear and answer these our 
prayers, which we present in the name and through 
the merits of thy well-beloved Son, our Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ, Amen.
